th at m inim um wage and m axi­ 
mum hour standards be applied 
to farm help, the com m ittee said 
in part: 
“We art conv inced that 
it would be practically

to apply uniform standards

erning hours of labor and m ini­ 
mum wages, 
for the following 
reasons: 
“First, w eather and season m ust 
determ ine hours of 
employment 
on the farm . 
Second, under the 
present Price Control 
law, lit­ 
erally interpreted and fairly ap­ 
plied, farm operators and 
tenants 
would be assured of reasonable 
prices and income to 
keep them 
in activ e production; and em ploy­ 
ers will be in a position to pay 
reasonable wages for 
experienced 
farm help.

Priestley , in England, although 
his country was at war with 
France, conducted a correspond­ 
ence with the French chemist, 
I^voisier, concerning the struc­ 
ture of certain gases. 
When the soldiers of Marcellus 
found Archimedes in Sy racuse, 
he was in his garden working on 
the hy potenuse of a right-angled 
triangle. Charles Martel smashed 
the infidels a t Tours, but one of 
them, Ibn Razah, was writing his 
commentaries on the Canon of 
Avicenna at Cordova. During the 
battle of Waterloo a y oung man 
was study ing in the wards of the 
Necker Hospital in Paris and a 
y ear later he invented the steth­ 
oscope. 
All of which is put down to in­ 
dicate tha t wars come and wars 
go and on e side wins and one side 
loses, but the great tid es of civ­ 
ilisation sweep on undisturbed, 
an d they are the most important 
thin gs—n ot the triumphs of the 
tupenny captain s and diplomats. 
Man s ordered thought has made 
only a few halt* in Its ad v an ce 
from the d ays of Egy pt, and those 
ha iti were not due to wars. 
Must Keep Gains 
It is one of my deepest convic­ 
tion s that during this present 
emergen cy, no m atter how urgent 
the demands for funds for war, 
we must hold the gains we hav e 
made to the permanent happin ess 
of mankind. 
Among theae apecifically is our 
mounting victory over tubercu­ 
losis— one of the worst enemies 
mankind ever had. 
I quote a heading from a late 
number of the Jo u rn a l o f th e 
America n 
Med ica l 
Aeso cia tio n : 
“ Tuberculosis on the way out.” 
Our sta tistics for the whole 


registration area of the United 
States were completed in 19 33. 
From 19 00 to 19 33 some of the 
states admitted had the highest 
mortality in tuberculosis because 
they 
were 
regarded as 
resort 
states where the climate was bene­ 
ficial to the disease. Yet the re­ 
corded tuberculosis mortality in 
the 
registration 
area 
declined 
from 174 per 100.000 In 19 00 to 
42 rn 19 33. 
Steady Decline 
Since 19 33 the decline has been 
proportionately even more rapid. 
The total number of death! in 
1938 was 67,422 and in 19 40, 55.- 
576; and this despite a grea t gam 
in actual populawon. 
In the West North Central Sec­ 
tion, embracing aeven sta tes, the 
death rate from tuberculosis was 
26 per 100,000 population in 19 40. 
The 
growth 
of 
institutional 
eases is shown by the figure thst 
44 per cent of all tuberculosis 
deaths now occur in institutions. 
This i« a gain which mankind 
cannot afford to let drift. T he.e 
is every indication that the record 
can be made better. No matter 
what the ex igencies of war, this 
country which suffers no destruc­ 
tion of its hospitals must keep up 
the work, by buy ing Christmas 
seals to prevent tuberculosis. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSW ERS

band he has had active tubercu­ 
losis for IO y ears. Could it be pos­ 
sible for him n ot to lose weight 
and carry on all this time? Is it 
n ecessary for the wife to have 
x -ray s and tests taken?

have active tuberculosis but hsve 
acquired such an immunity tha t 
his a ctivity is little affected.
